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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropnate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in ttiis or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6, 8, 10, 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Landry et al., U. S. Patent 4,995,641. 

3. With respect to claims 1, 6, Landry et al. a note pad comprising; a 
substrate 12 having first/top 12a and second/bottom 12b faces. Each of 
faces having a central portion and a perimeter portion wherein the first 12a 
has a first area for receiving indicia (see figures 2 and 4) and second face 
has a second area capable of receiving an adhesive. Landry teaches a first 
pattern of adhesive 22 applied the second faces and a second pattern of 
adhesive 24 applied to second faces. The second pattern of adhesive is 
disposed substantially adjacent the first pattern of adhesive. The second 
area having an adhesive free area extending about the lower perimeter 
portion. 
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4. With respect to claim 1 , Landry teaches adhesive free area is 
confined to lower perimeter portion of the second face such that the first 
area remains substantially free of adhesive. 

5. With respect to claim 3-5, 8, 10, and 11 Landry teaches adhesive 
pattern 22 is repositionable and adhesive patter 24 is permanent. 

Election/Restrictions 

6. Claims 12-27 have been withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there 
being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without 
traverse in the reply filed on January 12, 2006 .
